SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year,  the  Scheme  has  been  completed  for  a  water  supply 
to  the  Parishes  of  Aubourn,  Haddington  and  South  Hykeham,  Bassmgham, 
Beckmgham,  Brant  Broughton  and  Stragglethorpe,  Carlton-le-Moorland 
Norton  Disney,  Skelhngthorpe,  Stapleford  and  Thurlby.  In  the  Parish 
of  Welhngore,  the  supply  being  inadequate,  new  mams  were  laid  through¬ 
out  and  connected  with  our  Public  Supply.  1  he  whole  of  these  Parishes 
have  been  well  fitted  with  lire  hydrants,  hre  hose,  etc. 

Substantial  extensions  have  also  been  made,  during  the  year,  to  the 
mains  in  the  Parishes  of  Branston,  Coleby,  Dunston,  Heighington, 
Metheringham,  North  Hykeham,  Waddington  and  Washingborough. 

The  Parishes  now  remaining  in  the  District  without  an  adequate 
water  supply  are  Doddmgton  and  Whisby,  Eagle  and  Swinethorpe, 
North  Scarle,  Swmderby  and  1  horpe-on-the-Hill. 

Sewerage. 

No  improvements  of  any  note  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year.  A  Scheme  has  been  prepared  for  a  more  adequate  scheme  in  the 
Parishes  of  Bracebridge  Heath  and  Canwick,  which  will  embrace  parts 
of  Branston  and  open  out  valuable  areas  which  should  be  advantageous 
to  the  District.  The  Scheme  will  shortly  be  submitted  o  the  Ministry. 

A  Scheme  is  also  in  preparation  for  the  Parish  of  North  Hykeham, 
which  is  one  of  our  more  populous  areas. 

Scavenging. 

I  again  draw  attention  to  refuse  disposal  throughout  the  District. 
In  the  majority  of  Parishes  a  proper  method  of  disposal  is  non-existent. 
The  more  prevalent  use  of  canned  foods  adds  to  the  burden.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

Overcrowding  Survey. 

Contracts  were  let  by  Council  during  the  year  for  the  erection  of 
143  houses  at  a  cost  of  approx.  £56,000.  These  are  to  accommodate 
75  overcrowding  cases  and  the  remainder  under  the  five  years  Slum 
Clearance  Programme.  Only  a  few  of  these  have  been  commenced, 
the  Contracts  only  being  made  in  November. 

38  houses  have  been  built  and  tenanted  by  the  Council  during  the 
present  year. 

Many  houses  have  been  improved  on  an  undertaking  being  given 
by  the  Owners,  and  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Act.

Puerperal  Sepsis  claimed  a  mother  who  normally  resided  in  our  District 
but  was  away  from  home  at  the  time  of  confinement. 

The  other  case  of  death  associated  with  childbirth  was  in  a  woman 
in  her  sixth  month  of  pregnancy  from  eclamptia  texnemia. 

The  former  type  of  case  is  now  very  largely  preventable  by  the 
prompt  use  of  the  new  drug  “prontoisl,’  and  the  latter  type  is  often 
,orestalled  by  adequate  ante-natal  examination  of  every  expectant  mother 
This  is  almost  universal  in  Great  Britain. 

Cancer  claimed  14,3%  of  the  deaths,  which  is  slightly  lower  than  last 
year.  The  average  age  amongst  the  men  was  69  and  amongst  women 
60.  Of  the  male  deaths  45%  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  stomach,  and 
rectum  and  prostate  10%  each.  Of  the  female  16%  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  uterus,  and  cancer  of  the  stomach  also  claimed  a  high  proportion 
Heart  Disease  still  claims  a  high  proportion  of  deaths,  23.5%.  The 
war  against  rheumatism  which  is  a  potent  source  of  trouble  in  this  con¬ 
nection,  is  being  energetically  waged. 

Housing. 

This  takes  a  good  deal  of  time  and  thought  and  has  been  well  worth 
while.  Latterly,  owing  to  work  on  aerodromes  and  the  like,  it  has  been 
difficult  to  obtain  tenders.  The  high  cost  of  materials  is  another 
annonying  point.  We  are,  however,  keeping  progress  to  the  fore  without 
unduly  spoiling  the  amenities  of  our  country  side. 

We  must  continue  to  provide  the  best  houses  and  social  services 
possible  in  order  that  our  country  side  may  be  a  contented  one,  stable, 
and  physical  fit  as  English  yeomen  always  were. 

Water. 

Further  progress  is  to  be  noted.  Only  a  few  villages  now  remain 
without  a  pure  supply. 

Sewage. 

North  Hykeham  cries  out  for  a  sewage  disposal  scheme.  The 
financial  side  is  the  bug-bear.  Perhaps  the  trade  revival  may  provide 
the  key. 

Our  pride  in  the  District  is  measured  by  its  progress.  Another 
year  of  such  progress  has  passed  and  I  heartily  thank  your  Inspector 
and  his  Assistant  for  their  unremitting  work  in  your  interest.
